My dear Dr. and Mrs. Page: 

Captain Fairgrieve sent your letter of July 31 to us and 
also gave us an outline of his reply. Of course we will all be 
very much disappointed if Kirby Jr is not with us this fall, and 
I am sure this includes the boys of the school as well as the 
Fairgrieves and Harpers. We are hoping that some plan may be ar¬ 
ranged by which we may enroll him for at least another semester 
if not for a full year. 

We do not feel that we can accept day students who live 
in Tucson. The transportation problem is too difficult and we 
would have no supervision over the study time of such students. 
Captain Fairgrieve has written you more fully on this topic. 

I am trying to write this with just one thing in mind,- 
What is best for the boy? Last year we found Kirby weak in Eng¬ 
lish and Latin. He was poorly prepared in the old-style grammar, 
which is very necessary for the study of the languages as they 
are taught in the modern high schools. This lack of preparation 
made his Latin very difficult and, as you know, he did not quite 
finish the year’s work in that subject, although we gave him six 
and for a time seven periods a week. We were planning for him to 
make up the work he is behind by doing extra work this fall. 

If he should transfer now to Tucson High School, I fear 
very much for both his English and Latin. Of course he would natur¬ 
ally want to enter in the sophomore class, and he would find the 
second year Latin students more advanced in their knowledge of 
some of the forms. Also he would find it hard to catch up and that 
kind of discouragement is not what Kirby needs Just now. The high 
school at Tucson is one of the very best in the West, but the classes 
are large, thirty to forty, and there is little opportunity for the 
teacher to give the weak student individual attention. 

Now, may I make a suggestion? Send Kirby to us for the 
first semester. Then if you do not feel able to continue with us 
for the full year, he can change to the high school at the beginning 
of the second semester about January 20. We will make a special 
effort to have his work caught up in both English and Latin so that 
he can join the sophomore class at that time without losing any 
credits in any subject. In his case transferring then will be much 
better than transferring now. According to your plans, Mrs. Page 
will be in Tucson at that time and no doubt will give his work her 
personal attention.

My dear Mr. Page* 

I have your letter of July 31 and I regret very . 
much to receive the information which this letter contains. 

We would, of course* be very sorry to lose Kirby from our 
student group. He entered enthusiastically into our program 
last year and we have anticipated the opportunity of giving 
to him more responsibilities this year. The school would 
regret to lose Kirby and I sincerely believe it would be 
unfortunate for Kirby to lose the individual attention which 
such a small school as S.A.S. can give. 

You have suggested the day school plan. It has 
been the opinion of both Mr. Harper and myself that we should 
not take day pupils. This was not decided without careful 
consideration. There are many problems arise with the day 
school plan which we wish to avoid and the scholastic reputation 
which we hope to develops for S.A.S. would be endangered if we 
should adopt the day school plan. When a boy comes for the day 
only, we have no means of requiring any high standard of work. 

We cannot take any privileges away from him. His interests are 
so much divided that it is unfair to the boy and unfair to the 
school. I do not believe you would be satisfied with the results 
obtained under such a plan. 

My personal feeling in regard to this matter is that 
Kirby would benefit more under the regular plan of our school 
than he can do in any other way down here in the Southwest. I 
believe you feel this to be true. If this is the best thing for 
Kirby, let us try to work out some plan which would make it 
possible for him to receive this benefit and still possible 
for you to feel financially able to send him back to the school. 

I wonder if you have thought of the expenses Kirby had last year 
which he will not have this year. He has his horse, saddle and 
other equipment and,I believe,we can supervise more closely the 
additional spending money. We would be glad to work out a monthly 
payment plan, if you felt such an arrangement would be more convenient 
for you. Some such plan as September 1, $200, October 1, $200,etc.

Mr. Harper can tell much more definitely about Kirby 1 s 
possible success in Tucson High School than I can tell, t/e all 
know, of course, that Tucson High School is a big school. The classes 
are large. Individual attention cannot be given because the teacher 
does not have the time to give. It is my feeling that Kirby needs 
individual attention for another year. Mr. Harper will tell you 
what the result would have been last year if we had not given pretty 
close attention to some of Kirby's work. It was necessary to sit 
right down with him and stay with him until he mastered the thing 
upon which he was working. He did not feel the necessary responsibility 
which it requires to get his lessons without supervision and, I do 
not believe, he will get this in a school where large classes prevail. 

The lack of supervision in a large school before and after 
classes and some of the social practices in which the students in¬ 
dulge these days are some of the things which we feel we are well 
situated here to eliminate. In so far as I have been able to learn 
from some intimate talks with our boys, I do not believe we had 
any profanity last year and I do not believe there were any cases 
of questionable personal habits. 

We are all very delighted to know that you can all be 
together for the summer and I expect you have all had more real rest 
and pleasure than for a long time. 

There is very little doubt regarding the beneficial 
effects which the warm dry air and sunshine in Tucson will have for 
Mrs. Page. We shall all be very eager to assist you in anyway possible 
to make her stay more pleasant and if there is anything we can do before 
her arrival, we shall be only too happy to do it. 

Things have gone along splendidly here this summer. The 
new lodge to accomodate 12 more boys is now finished. The additional 
rooms in the power plant building are ready to furnish and the new 
stables will be ready for the opening of school. 

The interest in the school is far greater than we had 
anticipated it would be this year. A very fine family from Davenport, 
Iowa are now enroute to Tucson to leave their son at the school. We 
are expecting several new boys from New York, Chicago, cities in the 
south and some on the coast. In the last mail inquiries came from 
Ontario,Canada; Frinton-on-Sea, England; and New Orleans. Although 
our capacity will be almost doubled this year, the indications are 
that the enrollment will be filled early in the year. We have added 
new masters to our faculty which will give us an outstanding staff 
and we expect to do a type of school work this year about which there 
will be no question as to the quality.

My dear Dr. Page: 

You will pardon my delay in answering 
your letter, but I have just returned home from 
New York, where I was studying at Union. Captain 
Fairgrieve tells me that some arrangement has been 
made for the boy to stay in the Southern Arizona 
School for Boys. However, I will answer the ques¬ 
tions which you asked. 


The high school is open to any properly 
qualified pupil and there is no tuition charge. It 
would be possible for you to have two or three fur¬ 
nished rooms, and they would cost somewhere in the 
neighborhood of k minimum of fifty dollars per month 
and as much higher as you would care to go. I happen 
to know of a little three room duplex only a few 
blocks from the University and on a bus line, which 
is at present vacant and which might be had at forty- 
five dollars on a nine month lease. There is about 
two blocks from the University entrance on Third Street 
a four family apartment. One of these apartments is 
vacant. It is upstairs and has two bedrooms, living 
room, kitchen, and bath. It might be possible to get 
this apartment furnished at fifty-five or sixty dollars. 
It is not at present furnished, but I think it could 
be. The lady who owns this house exercised unusual 
care in the selection of her tenants, and I think 
from that viewpoint it would be a desirable location. 
Should there be any arrangements that I could make 
in advancd of Mrs. Page's coming to Tucson, I should 
indeed consider it a pleasure. 

I am happy to note that you will be in 
Tucson in January. Would you permit me iiO arrange 
a schedule for you while here in order that you 
might have a wide hearing among as many soudeni-s as
